Commissioner Brennan: Mr. Mayor, 
this ordinance is in relation to the 
Building Code and moving picture 
hcuses. At present the building code 
requires exits on both sides of moving 
picture houses where there is no stage. 
Tre Building Department feels this is 
unnecessary and the Board of Na- 
ticnal Underwriters this year adopted 
an amendment ` which would allow 
moving picture houses to do waway 
with side exits and have exits at the 
front and rear in moving picture 
houzes where there is no stage. 


Superintendent of Buildings 
O’Rourke: The amendment recommen- 
det by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters in 1920 provides where 
there is no stage in moving picture 
houses, that side exits be not required, 
and that exit facilities be provided in 
the rear of theatre. In the regular - 
theatres the stage was always con- 
sidered the danger point. This ordi- 


` nance will eliminate the courts which 
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ara at present required on each side. 


We have a number: of applications 
which we have been compelled to re- 
ject because of this requirement. 


Mayor Gillen: Supposing there was 
a fire in one of these theatres, most 
of them arc long and narrow, partic- 
ularly moving picture houses. The 
two narrow sides of the theatre are 
the front and rear and the wide sides 
of course are the length of the build- 
ing. Under this plan everybody 
would have to rush to the front or 
rear, whereas under the old plan they 
could get out of front or side exits 
and would cause less congestion. . 


Mr. O'Rourke: The danger does not 
exist in a moving picture house as it 
dozs in a stage theatre. The stage 
has always been considered the dan- 
ger point. In New York they do not 
require these courts on the side if 
they have tear exits.
